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Earlington Correspondence of 
Nashville American: The story 
of how the present deplorable 
conditions in this region arose is 
long, but it is interesting. I will 
give the readers of the American 
one or two chapters in this letter. 

In 1876, through the building 
of a railroad, the coal fields of 
Hopkins, Webster and Christian 
counties were rendered accessi- 
ble. The St. Bernard Coal Com- 
pany was organized and opened a 
mine at a point where the town 
of Earlington was to be located. 
At that time there were two 
dwelling houses and a barn on 
the town site. Hopkins was a 
pauper county, barely raising 
enough farm produce to supply 
the scanty needs of its own 
people, with some tobacco for 
shipment to the outside world. 
Today the line of the Louisville 
— & Nashville Railroad through the 
county is dotted with mining 
towns; Earlington has a.OOO in- 
habitants, and it is the supply 
depot for much of the adjacent 
country, its merchants being 
thrifty and enterprising. Madi- 
sonville, the county seat, has be- 
come an important point com- 
mercially as well as by reason of 
its mining interests. Coal mining 
annually brings into the county 
about $1,000,000, of which more 
than $800,000 are distributed hero 
in wages. In towns and in the 
country many miners own their 
own homes. In Earlington itself 
there is everywhere the evidence 
of thrift and prosperity. The 
houses arc more than comforta- 
ble ; they are well built, in good 
taste, nicely furnished, and are 
occupied by persons who live well 
and are self-respecting. They 
have waterworks, electric lights, 
good drainage, a beautiful artifi- 
cial lake that supplies the town 
with water and much recreation. 
Parks, public schools, churches 
and a public library all make the 
conditions of life pleasant and 
honorable. There are no saloons 
and no "blind tigers." Many of 
the prettiest and best furnished 
cottages are owned by negroes, 
who live side by side with the 
whites, work with them and 
trade with them on terms of per- 
fect amity and equality, except 
in what rogards distinctly social 
matters, in which the lino is 
drawn as sharply as elsewhere in 
the south. 

But the race question has never 
disturbed Earlington. The office 
of police judge in this town is as 
near a sinecure as an office can 
be. There is probably no other 
town of the size in the state 
where the children have nine 
months of free schooling out of 
the year; but they have it here, 
negroes u well as white children, 
though not together. 

Falser of Nil People. 

The St. Bernard Coal Company 
has made all of this possible, and 



its president, J. B. Atkinson, has 
personally done most of it. He 
has been with the company al- 
most from the start — first as man- 
ager, but for almost his entire 
thirty years of service as presi- 
dent. Mr. Atkinson is the father 
of his people and the company is 
their mother. Many of the miners 
and some of the officers have 
been with the company for thirty 
years and more. They have been 
cared for in sickness, helped in 
time of trouble ; money has been 
advanced to them to buy homes; 
when a man died in the service 
the company looked after the 
wants of his family. The debts 
of the unfortunate have been 
cancelled, but men have been 
encouraged to bo men and re- 
spect themselves as such. An 
honest day's work gained an hon- 
est day's wage, and the little 
bank balance at the end of the 
month was encouraged by the 
company until it grew into a sub- 
stantial sum or a nice little home. 
An honest, hard-working happy 
community. 

And here comes the union! 

The union agitators always tell 
the working man what a misera- 
ble fool he is not to be in the 
union, where his business can be 
managed for him to his own great 
advantage. They do not find it 
necessary to dwell on the mani- 
fest advantages to the men who 
do the managing, or on the dis- 
advantages of being a slave to a 
system which recognizes no indi- 
viduality; which seeks to make 
the capacity of the poorest work- 
men in the lot the standard of the 
most efficient, which may make 
an able-bodied man an idler and 
a pauper, as it has done with the 
hundreds of men now sleeping on 
the ground, eating bad food and 
taking part in the miserable 
shooting of the concentration 
camps, where the leaders require 
their men to stay or starve. What 
a howl would be set up if any 
mine operator imposed such con- 
ditions on his men. But the talk 
is of rights and liberty and pro- 
tection against corporate greed 
and injustice, and so the leaders 
nflame the mind of the working- 
man, and make a fool of him, or 
worse. 

Worken- Specious Plea. 

But the United Mine Workers 
have been forced to declare a less 
specious motive in attempting to 
organize the mines of Hopkins, 
Webster and Christian counties. 
These mines constitute the most 
important part of the Western 
Ketucky coal field, and so long 
as they were non-union the op- 
erators in the rest of the field, 
employing union labor, had a 
plausible excuse for resisting the 
demand of the men for an in- 
crease in wages up to the scale 
fixed by the interstate joint con- 
ference, composed of the miners 
and operators of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. The 
Kentucky miners quite ignore the 
fact that it is easier to mine the 
soft coal of this district than it is 
the harder product of the states 
named. In January, 1900, the 
interstate joint conference, at In- 
dianapolis, granted an advance 
of 20 per cent on the existing 
scale, but the miners and opera- 
tors of Western Kentucky— Dis- 
trict No. 28 of the U. M. W. As- 
sociation, agreed that in view of 
the competition of the non-union 
mines, the advance there should 
be 18 2-8 per cent. This fixed the 
mining scale for the district at 



75 cents per ton, so far as union 
miners were concerned. 

But the operators were not 
pleased with the situation. They 
didn't like the fact that the non- 
union mines could operate inde- 
pendently of the United Mine 
Workers and still do the greater 
part of the business. Operators 
in other states did not regard 
favorably the fact that when a 
strike forced them to shut down 
the Hopkins county mines were 
busy and prosperous. The opera- 
tors of western Kentucky who 
employed union labor did a fool- 
ish thing. On April 18, 1900, 
they signed the following agree- 
ment: 

"Aud, further, in the event of 
the nonunion mines in this west- 
ern Kentucky competitive d is 
trict, representing not less than 
80 per cent of the normal output 
of said nonunion mines, being on 
strike and closed down, so that 
no coal is produced for market 
for thirty consecutive days, then 
shall the scale hereinbefore fixed 
be supplanted by a scale of 80 
cents per ton for mining over the . 
district standard screen, and the 
rates fixed in the Indianapolis 
scale of 1900 for all other labor 
take effect at the expiration of 
the said thirty days and continue 
during the period of said strike, 
shut-down and non-production ot 
coal." 

This agreement was an offer of 
a compromise of 5 cents a ton to 
the United Mine Workers to close 
the Hopkins county mines. The 
St. Bernard Coal Company has 
sued its signers for $100,000 dam- 
ages for conspiracy to injure the 
company's business. 

Brings on Trouble. 

It was this agreement that 
started the trouble. That it was 
not a good business proposition 
the following figures show : The 

coal output of the dMrW '<wv 
was 2,983,398 tons, of which the j 
non-union mines in Hopkins, 
Webster and Christian counties 
supplied 1,542,580 tons, or con- 
siderably more than half. More 
over, in the total tonnage is in- 
cluded the output of some non-j 
lines outside,representing 
nearly two millions of capital, | 
the St. Bernard mines being 
worth about $1,000,000. 

From the miners' point of view 
the agreement was a poor busi- 
ness proposition. While they were 
making it the mines were idle, 
costing the men something like 
$47,000 in wages. That was a 
good, round sum to pay for an 
i which only trouble and 
expense have been realzed. But 
even if the agreement could have 
been carried out, the union in this 
field would have gained by their 
additional 5 cents only about 
$41,000 a year, whereas the loss 
to the non-union men in wages 
would have been about $77,000 
for one month's idleness. What| 
tho United Mine Workers have 
actually gained is some experi- 
ence and the privilege of putting 
up $18,000 to $20,000 a month for 
tho support of a fow hundred 
loafers and law-breakers. Wheth- 
er the United Miue Workers paid 
for all the guns and ammunition 
with which the men are equipped 
and whether they have defrayed 
the expense of maintaining head- 
quarters for their officers at Mad- 
isonville, besides other costly 
items of the campaign, or whether 
they have had assistance in these 
matters, the public is naturally 
not informed. 

With the making of the agree- 
ment the leaders of course pro- 
ceeded to try to carry out its 
conditions, and, incidentally, 
work their graft. That is the ad- 
vantage of being a leader— you 
work your graft instead of your 
pick. The mines it was proposed 
to "unionize" lie mainly on the 
Henderson division of tho Louis-

LAW ENOUGH TO STOP IT. 



The Menace of Violence From Armed Men in 
Hopkins County Can Be Removed. 



Yesterday afternoon about 
twenty witnesses for the prosecu- 
tion were placed under oath and 
between thirty and forty wit- 
nesses were called by the defense. 
A number of the latter were 
womon, members of the pmon- 

Only one witness was on the 
stand yesterday. This was Mr. 
W. T. Rutland, manager of the 
Empire mines. He explained the 
location of various points in the 
vicinity of the scene of the mur- 
der and the shooting, pointing 
out the places on a map drawn on 
a blackboard. He was personal- 
ly acquainted with the prisoners 
who were his former employes. 
All had quit work because they 
had been ordered by the union to 
strike. He had frequently seen 
them armed and on the com- 
pany's property, after having 
been legally ejected from the 
company's dwelling. 

lie testified that the spot where 
Mr. Coffey's body was found was 
three hundred yards from Jim! 
Will Anderson's. He saw. 
dead officer's body. The fatal | 
in the left leg four 
lies above the knee. There 
r 'e another shot through the 
lower part of the deputy's over- 
coat. At four ..'clock Mr. Rut- 
land was excused and court ad- 
journed until this morning. 
Nothing now was developed by 
the cross examination of Mr. 
Rutland. 

This morniug the examining 
trial of Jim Will Anderson, Will 
and Ed Goldsworthy, Ellis Deck- 
ard and George Phillips, the five 
men charged with the murder of 
Officer R. H. Coffey and the 
shooting upon Officer John Fields 
from ambush, at the Empire coal 
mines, was resumed before Coun- 
ty Judge Cansler. 

The first witness was Deputy 
Sheriff Charles J. Barnes, in 
charge of the county guards at 
Empire. He told of meeting 
Will Golds worthy on the morn- 
ing of the murder of Coffey near 
the scene. Goldsworthy was 
known as a striker, and after his 
arrest he said he was not mixed 
up in the shooting, but knew all 
about it. After they met An- 
derson, who was under arrest, 
Goldsworthy raised trouble, and 
seizing Otticer John Fields' pistol, 
tried to shoot Barnes, and was 
with difficulty overpowered. 

Officer Barnes testified con- 
cerning the fresh tracks found in 
the corn field near the scene of 
the murder and fitting Ander- 
son's 6hoes to them. The shoes 
fit exactly, Barnes claims, and 
the tracks led to Anderson's I 
house. There was evidence of 
persons having been* in hiding | 
near the scene of the Murder 
about tho time the killing took 
place. 

Dr. George J. Gooch saw offi- 
cer Coffey on his way in search 
of the attacking party and lent 
him his horse. 

A number of other witnesses 
were examined, but there was 
no fresh information elicited. 
Tho examination of witnesses 
will bo continued tomorrow, but 
the week will bo consumed in 
hearing testimony. The case is 
being watched with the greatest 
interest. 



[Communication to Courier-Journal] 
Louisville, Ky., Nov. S.— Re- 
ferring to the article in the Cour- 
ier-Journal -of November 7, on 
the Western Kentucky mining 
trouble, as a native-born Ken- 
tuckiau interested in the welfare 
and prosperity of the State, and 
firmly believing that that wel- 
fare aud prosperity can only be I 
brought about and preserved 
through and by an impartial ad- 
ministration of the law, I desire 
to make a few suggestions as to 
the remedy for the evils, which 
confessedly exist in Hopkins 
county. 

Briefly, the main facts, as I 
understand them from the pub- 
lic press and other information, 
are these : The Hopkins county 
mines are non-union mines, the 
coal operators refusing to recog- 
nize or have anything to do with 
the United Mine Workers of 
America ; the coal miners of the 
county belong to no union and so 
far as they are concerned have 
no grievance against the operat- 
ors, and are willing and anxious 
to work ; the United Mine Work- 
ers of America have been for 
some time trying to unionize the 
mines, and have met with scant 
success ; in pursuance of their 
so-called plan of unionizing the 
mine?, camps of union miners 
have been established at several 
points in Hopkins county, the 
main camp being at Nortonville, 
usually 250 men in it, and 
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lear^lwiajrua ller caning t 
being usually from throe to four 
hundred men in the three; there 
is another 'large camp about a 
mile and a half from Madison- 
ville, where the number of men 
varies from 100 to 250. All of 
these men are armed, and have 
guns of the latest pattern and 
make, and plenty of ammunition ; 
the camps are picketed and no 
one allowed to pass; they have 
officers and the men are drilled 
in the use and handling of the 
arms. 

• On the other hand, the oper- 
ators have armed guards (some 
of them furnished by the county, 
but all, or most of them, paid by 
the operators), who guard the 
property of the operators. The 
non-union miners, who are still 
at work, nearly nil carry arms, 
as they claim, for their necessary 
protection. 

Almost a reign of terror exists 
in the county, especially in and 
around Madisonville and Earl- 
ington; shots are continually 
fired, night and day, into the 
houses and at persons who are 
pursuing their daily walk in life ; 
a good many persons have beeu 
wounded and one or two killed; 
there is a feeling of insecurity 
and fear abroad, and men go 
ibout their business with blanch- 
ed cheeks, not knowing at what 
moment the spark may fall which 
will lighten a conflagration sure 
to result in a terrible loss of life 
and property. 

These are the bare outlines. 
Of course there are charges and 
recriminations to and fro, but all 
admit that the situation is criti- 
cal and at any time the worst 
may come. 

Not knowing who is in the right, 
but simply looking to the inter- 
est and the fair name of the 
State, I submit, is it not time to 
wipe out this blot, and for th 
tho strong arm of the law to 
bring about the restoration of 
peace and order ? We have law 
a plenty in Kentucky to fit such 
cases, and officers whose sworn 



and bounden duty it is to see 
that tho«e laws are executed. 
Let those laws be faithfully and 
impartially executed, and this 
trouble will cease at once, and 
the law-abiding citizens of Hop- 
kins county can again go quietly 
about their daily avocations with- 
out the fear of being assassinated. 
The Law for the (Use. 

^apJ0^ la Kentucky Stat- 

ul os pTovidos : 

"If any two or more persons shall 
confederate or band themselves to- 
gether for the purpose of intimidat- 
ing, alarming, disturbing, or injur- 
ing any person or persons * * * * or 
to do anv felonious act. they or either 
of them, shall be deemed guilty of a 
felony, and, upon conviction, shall 
be confined in the penitentiary not 
has than one nor more than five 
years." 

Section 12«8 of the Kentucky 
Statutes provides : 

"If any person or persons shall be 
guilty of a breach of the peace, riot, 
rout, unlawful assembly, or affray, 
the person so offending and each of 
them, shall be fined not less than 
one cent nor more than $100, or im- 
prisoned not less than five nor more 
than fifty days, or both so fined and 
imprisoned." 

There are other laws on the 
books which would cover this 
case, such as those against va- 
grancy, against carrying con- 
cealed weapons, against disor- 
derly conduct, against reckless 
firing; shooting and wounding 
with intent to kill; shooting 
without wounding; against con- 
spiracy ; against arson, and so on. 
But the two sections quoted 
above, if enforced, would soon 
and thoroughly remedy the evil. 
How can they be executed, and 
by whom? The Circuit Judges 
of the State are conservators of 
^hejieace throughout the State. 

» County Judge 67 HopJdjM 
county is the conservator of the 
peace in Hopkins county. There 
are other constitutional olficers 
also whose duty it is to see that 
these laws arc executed and 
obeyed, Commonwealths Attor- 
ney, County Attorney, Sheriff 
and all peace officers, such as 
Constables, Marshals and Police- 
men. It seems to mo that a 
vigorous action on the part of 
Commonwealth's and County At- 
torneys would bring about prose- 
cutions and convictions that 
would soon drive these lawless 
people from Hopkins county. 

The procedure is by warrantor 
by indictment in the Circuit 
Court. Where a felony has been 
committed, which is any offense 
punishable by confinement in the 
penitentiary, an officer has the 
right right to arrest the offender 
without any warrant. In misde- 
meanor cases it is necessary to 
have a warrant unless the offense 
be committed in the presence of 
the officer, when he is author- 
ized to arre6t without a warrant. 
If an arrest i§ made without a 
warrant the party arrested must 
be carried forthwith before the 
most convenient Magistrate of 
the county to be dealt with ac- 
cording to law. If an arrest is 
made on a warrant, the party ar- 
rested must be carried before a 
Magistrate to be dealt with ac- 
cording to law, except in case of 
murder, when he muBt be carried 
before the County Judge. 

The law is plain, the procedure 
is simple; innumerable offenses- 
are committed every day ; there 
are plenty of ollicers whose sworn- 
duty it is to ferret out aud see 
that the oll'enders be punished. 

Will they perform their plain 
sworn duty ? If they will these 
unlawful assemblies and camps 
can be broken up. 

Of course tho Commonwealth's 
Attorney, or both, as the case 
may be, after becoming thor- 
oughly advised as to the facts, in 
setting on foot the prosecution, 
will determino whether it is bet- 
ter to prosecute for tho felony or 
the misdemeanor. The same 
party on the same facts cannot be 
convicted of both offenses. Hence 
it will be necessary for the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney to elect for 
w hich offense he will prosecute. 
I think a vigorous and thorough 
prosecution for either offense 
would accomplish the desired re- 
sult.

With any sign of a 
disposition on the part of the offi- 
cials of these counties to stop the 
trouble I feel very sure that there 
would be but little further trouble 
with the opposing forces 
lators of tiie law. 

"We are not having as tu 
bio at our mines as in these 
but at a large expense in keeping 
down the trouble after it is down. 
Our men arc more or less iutiinl- 
dated and have a fear of being shot 
at or shot every time they go to and 
from their work. At tho time the 
trouble commenced we were work- 



ing about 125 men in the mines, 
Probably fifty of these have joined 
n but more than half of this 
fifty were farmers who only worked 
in the mines in the winter and the 
farmer boys who worked about the 
same way. So really only twenty- 
five regular workmen joined and left 
service. The places made va- 
cant were promply filled by men 
who were anxious to work and we 
now have 180 men on our pay rolls. 
These are, however, prevented and 
deterred from regular work by ac- 
tual violence. 

Wait Union Dtmaadi. 
Now I want to say a few words 
about the demands of these people, 
as I have not seen it in the articles 
from your special correspondent. 
The men who have left our employ 
have expressed themselves as hav- 
iug been perfectly satisfied with the 
wages received and with their treat- 
ment at tho hands of the company. 
The only demand ever made was 
that we reorganize the union and 
agree to conduct our business upon 
rules and regulations that a com- 
of the organized union should 
dictate tp us, Members of tlia 
unioi have slated th it the wa; os we 
paid were even larger than the scale 
of the union." 

Result ol Union Ubor. 
Mr. Anderson then cited two or 
three cases to show the elTcct of 
miners' union. He said that at the 
Crescent mines on the Illinois Cen- 
tral Railrond a union was organized 
and the proprietor invited a com- 
mittee to meet him to adjust 
little differences that ha 1 come up. 
They did so. A week later the same 
thing happened. There was no re- 
sponse to a third invitation and on 
iiuiuiry it was learned from one of 
the committee that the miners 
thought it best for the union com- 
mittee not to become too familiar 
with the ower. 

Mr. Anderson gave the organiza- 
tion of a union at Oak Hill as an- 
other instance. He said a union 
was organised there two vears ago. 
About a month afterwards a miner 
knocked one of the mine mules 
down with a billet of wood. The 
mule was hit on the head and one of 
its eyeballs literally knocke I out. 
The man was discharged. The 
union ordered his reinstatement. 
On a refnsal a strike was ordered 
and it lasted for six months. The 
mine was finally manned with non- 
union employees and has been a 
non-union mine since. 

Another case was the Fields Coal 
Company. Tho union men ordered 
Mi. I-'ielils to discharge his store- 
keeper because they did not like 
bin.. Mr. Fields said he did like 
his storekeeper and refused the de- 
mand. He saw a strike wns immi- 
nent and finally discharged tho 
man. Mr. Auderson said that other 
numerous demands of these miners 
finally threw Mr. Fields into an as-

State Bar Association. 

A Statk Bar Association if 
be or^iinized at u meeting of 
Kentucky lawyers, which has 
been called to convene at the 
court house in Louisville, No- 
vember lt)th. Many of the fair- 
est and mo9t learned gentlemen, 
who practice at the bar have sig- 
nified their endorsement of the 
movement. In a letter of invi- 
tation sent out to the lawyers of 
Kentucky it is stated that bucIi 
associations in certain prosper- 
ous and cultivated states of the 
Union have been instrumental in 
"promoting reforms in the prac- 
tice of the law, in the procedure 
of the courts and in the adminis- 
tration of justice generally;" 
that "the prestige and influence 
of the bar have declined abso- 
lutely and relatively;" that 
there is "no mode at the present 
time by which they can be 
brought together to discuss the 
evils which exist and to suggest 
appropriate remedies for their 
-correction;" that "pride in the 
profession of the law, as a 
learned profession, apart from its 
pecuniary rewards, should be 
stimulated, the ethical standard 
of the bar, as well as the stand- 
ard for admission to membership, 
should be elevated, and to ac- 
complish these purposes a State 
liflr ^AsBOciat ion is the most effi- 
cient instrument." 

There is room for much mis- 
sionary work in Kentucky along 
the lines indicated and every 
thoughtful citizen must hope for 
the success of the proposed State 
Bar Association. 



In noting the presence in Lou- 
isville of a number of Western 
Kentucky mine leaders enroute 
to the meeting of the State Fed- 
eration of Labor at Lexington, 
the Courier-Journal quotes J. H. 
Kennedy, of St. Oharles, as say- 



ing: 

"I believe the union miners will 
finally win in this right, alth 
may take some time. It is costing 
the operators much more to conduct 
the mines now with non-union labor 
than it would if they would recog- 
nise our claims and employ union 
miners. It takes double the force of 
men to run the mines under the 
present system, and they do not get 
out more than half the amount of 
Only about twelve union min- 
are at work in the St. Bernard 
mines, and the rest of the work is 
■done by negroes. The mine operat- 
ors have had an armed guard about 
the mines at an expense to the coun- 
ty, but they will soon be discontin- 
ued, as our new County Judge, C. C. 
'Givens, who was elected last Tues- 
day, has promised that the guards 
will not be maintained longer at the 
■expense of the county unless the 
higher courts order it." 

Mr. Kennedy is entirely cor- 
rect in saying that it is costing 
the operators more now than it 
would if union miners were em- 
ployed ; there is no doubt about 
that, for the non-union miners 
re to be guarded night and 
ly to prevent their being assasi- 
by the men whom Mr. 
inedy says "will finally win 
this fight." But if these men 
i re allowed to pursue their cho- 
avocation in peace, as they 
k ve a right to do under the 
IW6 of the State, it would not 
cost the operators one penny 
more. As to the ability of the 
operators to get out the coal, The 
American is reliably iuformed 
that as much coal is being mined 
now as there ever was. 

Mr. Kennedy's assertions as to 
the promises of the County 
Judge-elect, must be unfounded. 



When he takes the oath of 
Mr. Givens will have no right to 
leave the property of his constit- 
uents at the mercy of lawless 
mobs. If he does he should be 
impeached and removed from of- 
fice. If the property of the op- 
erators and the lives of their em- 
ploye are threatened by lawless- 
ness men he has but one duty to 
perform, and that is to invoke 
every agency at his command to 
to protect both. If he fails in 
this, he is recreant to his duty. 
Mr. Givens owes it to himself 
and to the people of Hopkins 
County to promptly repudiate 
Kennedy's statements. 

Mr. Kennedy is quoted as say- 
ing futher : 

As for any further trouble in Hop- 
kins County between the union and 
non-union miners, I think I am safe 
in sayinR that none will occur. The 
union men oertainly hope that there 
will be no more bloodshed. 

The way for the union men to 
avoid bloodshed is to cease firing 
upon the non-union men and the 
property of the operators. Oer- 
tainly the operators and their 
employes will not resort to vio- 
lence. If the lawless camps are 
abandoned and the uniou men 
win their fight by arbitration or 
by inducing the operators to ac- 
cede to their demands, all well 
and good. But they have neither 
moral nor legal right to resort to 
force to accomplish their object. 

is a free country. Pro- 
prietors have a right to employ 
horn they please; likewise men 
have a right to work for whom 
they please. Unionism has its 
virtues and its uses in society, 
but neither unionist nor em- 
ployer is granted the right to 
usurp the laws of the country in 
order to enforce inequitable or 
arbitrary demands — Editorial of 
Nashville American. 

(So far as can be discovered 
there are no guards at any Hop- 
kins County mine now being 
paid by the county, nor have 
been for "some time, except at 
Oak Hill, which is the most vul- 
nerable - point of "attack, and 
possibly Reinecke's, also near 
an armed union camp. — Editor.)

Meanwhile all the non-uniou mines 
are working every day with all places 
filled , and producing a full output of 
coal. All but one mine in Hopkins 
county are being protected by private 
guards and not at the expense of the 
county.
